was destroyed. The farm was 
one rented by William Dugan. 
The still was found in a clump 
of bushes growing in a short 
draw in the middle of a corn­ 
field and back of some woods 
from the road. Indications were 
plenty that a ‘’batch” had been 
run off only a short time before 
and that preparations were be­ 
ing made to run 
off another 
soon. 
Two barrels 
of masn were 
found buried in the ground, the 
corn, rye and yeast fermenting 
end awaiting the process of the 
crude distillation av ailable with 
the equipment at hand. The 
mash appeared 
to 
be 
about 
three days old. It was cov ered 
with an old carpet. One barrel 
was new. 
The distilling apparatus con­ 
sisted of a stov e made from a 
heav y oil drum and buried 
in 
the ground. Lard cans wth seal­ 
ed lids played the part of boiler 
and pipes carried the distillate 
from the boiler through a con­ 
densing tube that was used in a 
long wooden box or 
through. 
This had ev idently been filled 
with water to condense the li­ 
quor that was carried ov er into 
the pipe. 
Sev eral lard cans with wire 
bail handles had ev idently been 
used to carry water from the 
swampy region nearby to fill the 
long narrow box whose seams 
had been chalk ed to mak e

SEVENTEEN DEATHS ARE 
LISTED AS FLOOD VICTIMS 


Missouri, Kansas, Kentuck y and 
Ok lahoma Felt Effects of Late 
Autumn Floods 


( R v Tlu» Assoc in t« -« l P ress) 
Into the lap of old man riv er 
himself, the deep-rolling, 
un- 
tractable Mississippi, was poured 
today the anger of the late aut­ 
umn floods. 
Lev ees near Quincy, 111., had 
crumbled permitting the waters 
of swollen tributaries to 
sweep 
ov er thousands of acres of corn, 
wheat and rice on both the Mis­ 
souri and Illinois side 
of 
the 
Mississippi. 
With this flood, and 
damage 
done by the Kentuck y and Cum­ 
berland riv ers in Kentuck y, the 
uncontrolled waters today 
had 
claimed 17 liv es and inflicted a 
property loss roughly estimated 
at the million dollars. 
In Missouri, Kansas and Ok la­ 
homa, where 14 liv es hav e been 
/ost and where property damage 
has been heav iest, a recession of 
the waters was mak ing possible 
a surv ey of the greatest Nov em­ 
ber flood damage these 
states 
hav e ev er k nown. That was true, 
howev er, more particularly 
in 
Kansas 
and 
Ok lahoma, 
for 
across Missouri the Missouri riv ­ 
er continued to be a raging men­ 
ace. 
The Missouri was dangerously 
close to flood stage across the en­ 
tire state, and the inundation of 
great areas of bottom lands near 
St. Louis was feared. 
Smaller 
streams in the St. Louis territory 
were Jbank full. and manv rail­ 
road lines and highways through 
out the state were block ed. 
The number of homeless ran 
high into the 
thousands. 
One 
thousand were driv en from their 
dwellings in fiv e Kentuck y com­ 
munities alone, with the 
Ken­ 
tuck y and Cumberland 
riv ers 
still rising at last reports from 
the flooded areas early 
today.

It will still b e a long time b efore Herb ert 
Hoover takes office as our nex t president; b ut 
| already, now that the campaign is ended and 
partisanship has died down, it is b ecoming evi- 
' dent tha t he is going to b e as energetic, forceful 
and active a president as the country has had in 
decades. 
I 
His election was hardly assured b efore he 
announced tha t he would go on a good-will tour 
of the South American countries. 
This was a 
m aster stroke; a direct move to regain for this 
country the" friendship of our Latin neighb ors, 
and to make the task of our commercial sales­ 
men in the South American continent more easy. 
No do-nothing president would have thought of 
it. 
Secondly, shrewd financial and b usiness ob ­ 
servers are already predicting tha t the coming 
adm inistration is going to see more government 
activity in the field of b usiness and commerce 
than the country has seen since the war. 
This does not mean government ownership 
or operation of any form of b usiness. It simply 
m eans that Hoover, as president, will not b e con­ 
ten t to follow a policy of inaction in regard to 
prosperity. 
He b ased his campaign on a plea for 
a continuance of prosperity, and it is now b eing 
suspected tha t when he b ecomes president 
he 
will make one of his prime ob jectives the m atter 
of seeing to it tha t prosperity is continued and 
widened. 
His activities as secretary of commerce indi­ 
cate how this m ight b e done. 
Hoover is a firm 
b eliever in individual initiative in b usiness, and, 
as his campaign speeches made ab undantly clear, 
does not countenance any of the “government in 
b usiness” projects that have b een suggested re­ 
cently; b ut he does b elieve that there are certain 
very definite things the government can do to 
help b usiness, aside 
from the purely 
negative 
task of sitting still and refusing to put any ob ­ 
stacles in its way. 
If events of the past fortnight or so can b e 


taken as a criterion, Hoover will b e as much of 
a positive force in the W hite House as any pres­ 
ident in recent memory — not ex cepting Teddy 
Roosevelt himself. 


STILL INEFFICIENT. 
William R. Basset, New York industrial en­ 
gineer, tells the convention of Associated Busi­ 
ness Papers tha t the famous “American effici­ 
ency” is b y no m eans common to all American 
b usiness men. 
Indeed, he declares tha t 
the 
country will b e far more prosperous than it is if 
it did not have so m any unprogressive b usiness 
men. 
Large num b ers of b usiness men still cling 
to inefficient, antiquated methods of m anufac­ 
turing and selling,” says Mr. Bassett. “They are 
the ones who b emoan the good old days when 
they could make profits. They are the ‘m arginal 
producers who can make profits only in times of 
inflation. 
They are the ones who gave rise to 
the ex pression ‘profitless prosperity.’ 
They are 
the ones who know only one way to cut costs—b y 
reducing wages.” 
These comments are interesting. 
We have 
long since accepted the proposition tha t only the 
efficient can survive, b ut if Mr. Basset is correct, 
it will still b e quite a while b efore all of the in ­ 
efficient* have b een weeded out.

The still was found in a clump 


of bushes growing in a short 
draw in the middle of a corn- 
field and, back of some woods 
from the road. Indications were 
plenty that a -batch" had been 
run off only a short time before 
and that preparations were be- 
ing made to run 
off another 


soon. 
Two barrels of masn were 


found buried in the ground, the 
corn, rye and yeast fermenting 
ond awaiting the process of the 
crude distillation available with 
the equipment at hand. The 
mash appeared to be about 
three days old. It was covered 
with an old carpet. One barrel 
was new. 
The distilling apparatus con- 


sisted of' a stove made from a 
heavy oil drum and buried in 
the ground. Lard cans wth seal- 
ed lids played the part of boiler 
and pipes carried the distillate 
from the boiler through a con- 
densing tube that was used in a 
long wooden box or through. 
This had evidently been filled 
with water to condense the li- 
quor that was carried over into 
the pipe. 
Several lard cans with wire 


bail handles had evidently been 
used to carry water from the 
swampy region nearby to fill the 
long narrow box whose seams 
had been chalked to make it 
water tight.

HOOVER — AN ACTIVE LEADER 


It will still be a long time before Herbert 


Hoover takes office as our next president; but 
1 already, now that the campaign is ended and 
partisanship has died down, it is becoming evi- 
'dent that he is going to be as energetic, forceful 
and active a president as the country has had in 
decades. 
j 
His election was hardly assured before* he 


announced that he would go on a good-will tour 
of the South American countries. This was a 
master stroke; a' direct move to regain for this 
country the'friendship of our Latin neighbors, 
and to make the task of our commercial sales- 
men in the South American continent more easy. 
No do-nothing president would have thought of 
it. 


Secondly, shrewd financial and business ob- 


servers are already predicting that the coming 
administration is going to see more government 
activity in the field of business and commerce 
than the country has seen since the war. 


This does not mean government ownership 


or operation of any form of business. It simply 
means that Hoover, as president, will not be con- 
tent to follow a policy of inaction in regard to. 
prosperity. He based his campaign on a plea for 
a continuance of prosperity, and it is now being 
suspected that when he becomes president he 
will make one of his prime objectives the matter 
of seeing to it that prosperity is continued and 
widened. 


His activities as secretary of commerce indi- 


cate how this might be done. Hoover is a firm 
believer in individual initiative in business, and, 
as his campaign speeches made abundantly clear, 
does not countenance any of the "government in 
business" projects that have been suggested re- 
cently; but he does believe that there are certain 
very definite things the government can do to 
help business, aside from the purely negative 
task of sitting still and refusing to put any ob- 
stacles in its way. 


If events of the past fortnight or so can be 


taken as a criterion, Hoover will be -as much of 
a positive force in the White House as any pres- 
ident In recent memory — not,excepting Teddy 
Roosevelt himself. 


STILL INEFFICIENT. 


William E. Basset, New York industrial en- 


gineer, tells the convention of Associated Busi- 
ness Papers that the famous "American effici- 
ency" is by no means* common to ail American 
business men. Indeed, he declares that 
the 


country wfll be far more prosperous than it is if 
it did not have so many unprogressive business 
. men. 


Large numbers of business men still cling 


to inefficient, antiquated methods of manufac- 
turing and selling," .says Mr. Bassett. 'They are 
the ones who bemoan the good old days when 
they could make profits. They are the 'marginal 
producers who can make profits only in times of 
inflation. They are the ones who gave rise to 
the expression 'profitless prosperity.' They are 
the ones who know only one way to cut costs—by 
reducing wages." 


These comments are interesting. We have 


long since accepted the proposition that only the 
efficient can survive, but if Mr. Basset is correct, 
it will still be quite a while before all of the in- 
efficient* have been weeded out.

' Tybee Island, Ga.—(#>)—Years 
of effort on the part of residents 
of Tybee Island to harness their 
ever shifting coast line appar- 
ently have met with success. 


Today, the waves, which in the 


past sweptjaway as much as 30 
feet of .beach during one storm 
themselves are contributing to a 
heavy wall, which it is thought 
will not only check further ero- 
sion, but will restore much of 
the land which has already been 
lost.1 


So encouraging is the outlook 


that many, property owners who 
saw tHeir summer homes grad- 
ually washed away and their 
land submerged, continue to pay 
$1 a year taxes in order to have 
clear -title in case the land 
should return. 


The change was accomplished 


by means of huge "mattresses," 
built-along the coast, plus heavy 
pliers, constructed at right an- 
gles far out into 'the" water. 
These "mattresses" are heavy 
wire entanglements, some 2,000 
feet, long, which are'built at in- 
tervals along the coast.

Most European countries have 


buried their Unknown Soldier in 
some national shrine already 
erected, but America has yet to 
complete her tribute. 


France, which was the first 


country to honor the* Unknown 
Soldier, brought her dead from 
Verdun to rest beneath the Arc 
de Triomphe. England took her- 
hero from -the blood soaked 
fields of Flanders and laid him 
in the ^tately -halls of Westmin- 
ster Abbey. Italy ooenedrf-the 
sepulchre of Vicor Emmanuel, 
the highest honor she could ac- 
cord, for her "Igrioti Militi." 


It was a Frenchman, Maurice 


Maunoury. commander of the 
28th French artillery, who orig- 
inated the idea of a memorial to 
the Unknown Dead of the world 
war. When awarding prizes at 
the Lycee de Charlemagne he 
proposes a memorial to the poilu 
to symbolize the homage of a 
grateful country. France eagerly 
caughf at the idea, and Joffre. 
Petain and Foch led the funeral 
cortege when the Unkown Posilu 
came home. 


England 
followed 
France's 


example, and when her dead 
was land to rest in Westminster 
King George sorinkled a handful 
of soil brought from France on 
the.-casket of British oak. Two oi 


the pall bearers were Field Mar- 
shal French and GeneraKByng. 
while the res* were selected 
from the file of the army and 
navy. The epitaph for the British 
soldier reads: "They buried him 
among kings because he had 
done Rood towards^ Gfbd and to- 
wards his house." 


Belgium allowed one of her 


soldiers, blinded in battle, to se- 
lect,the Unknown^? body, while 
four comrades who had lost a 
right arm and four who had lost 
a left acted as pall bearers. 


After a night spent in prayer 


an Italian gold 
star mother 


selected the casket for Italy's 
Unfcown by placing on it 
a 


white rose. The body was select- 
ed from the unkown dead in a 
little grave yard near the Adria- 
tic sea. The sepulchre of Victor 
Emmanuel, which was opened 
to receive the body, is the finest 
in Rome. 


It is regarded" as fit that the 


tomb of America's 
Unknown 


Soldier should be within the 
shadow of Washington' monu- 
ment in Arlington, selected by 
Abraham Lincoln as a national 
shrine' There pine, cypress:and 
magnolia soread their benedic- 
tion over the muster roll of the 
Armv and Navy in marble, and 
the tomb of the Unknown Sold- 
ier when completed will be the 
crowning touch to the beauty 
and solemnity of the'place.
